A huge flag which ts the first ex 
act duplicate of the origina) “Star 
Spangled Banner’—was presented 
to the city of Baltimore recently 
with impressive ceremonies and it 
is now preserved in the War 
Memoria! Building there. 

The origina) flag was flying above 
Fort McHenry during the attack on 
the city tn September, 1814, and it 
inspired Francis Scott Key to write 
his immortal poem. 

In the presence of representa 
tives of historical and patriotic so 
cieties, and of the United States 
treasury, war and navy depart- 
ments, and thousands of other per. 
sons, the duplicate was presented 
to the Hon Howard W Jackson, 
Mayor of Baltimore, in ceremonies 
at the War Memorial Plaza. 

The presentation was made by 
George B. Sippel of Cincinnati, 
president of the Master Brewers 
Association of America on the oc 
casion of its 38th Annuai Conven- 
tion. The ceremonies included an 
address by Arthur P: Sewell, cura. 
tor of the “Flag House” on the 
history of the “Star Spangied Ban-

1942 wheat goal, previously estab- 
lished by the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration, will be be- 
tween 50 and 55 million acres, com- 
pared with 63,503,000 this year. 

Mr. Wickard established the rice 
goal for 1942 at 1,200,000 acres, as 
compared with 1,186,000 this year. 
The white potato goal was raised 
from 2,988,000 to 3,060,000 acres and 
sweet potatoes from 843,000 to 850,- 
000. 

The program calls for an increase 
from 1,843,000 to 1,935,000 acres of 
vegetables for fresh use and from

All of which indicates that Amer- 
ican agriculture is expected to hit 
its peak production next year, with 
its products destined to play a dra- 
matic and vital part in the battle 
to stave off Hitler’s dreams of world 
conquest. It is hoped, however, that 
the lessons of the first World War 
will help to avoid another calamity 
for American agriculture when the 
war is done; and that farmers will 
realize that, since no working solu- 
tion has yet been found for the ups 
and downs of successive periods of 
prosperity and adversity, they 
should pay off their debts while 
they can, and accumulate reserves 
for the inevitable time of depres- 
sion which fill follow.
